Jiut the Bcducer, 
who is probably atill moro guilty, bul- 
Icrs nothing except that which tho 
law can iullict — and ihoroloro tbo 
law allows tho jury to as.iOB8 dam- 
ages. This is tiir James Wilde's 
reasoning. It is well meant and well 
urged, it is put io feeling and elcqaeni 
language. But is it convincing ? 
Does it not rather by its own force 
destroy itself ? Is not tho concludon 
a leniblo anti-climax? A man has 
wantonly, treacherously, heartlessly 
destroyed lor ever the happiness ol 
his friend's home. He has driven bis 
friend to misery. He has brought his 
friend's wife to shame and ruin. Tbe 
sull'oring he has caused is absolutely 
irreparable, IS'ever, on this side of 
tho grave, can that evil bo by any pos- 
bibte coiubiualion ol chancuH remos 
died, atoned lor, or even luitigaled. 
Few murders over cou. milled could 
biing about more miserj' and ruin. 
For this enormous guilt the law jiro- 
vides a punishment, ic allowa llio

— ".iui lo or oven the luxuries of 
lately disgusting, it bands over this 
money as compensation to tbe injured 
husband lor the Jo3s of bis seduced 
wife, it asBesacB her value as a com- 
panion at so much, and says to the 
seducer — " Come, you have taken the 
woman and you are bound to pay lor 
her.

By the arrival of tho schooner Nor'woaicr, 
Capt VVhitford, yesterday, from Port Town- 
send, W. T., wo are placed in possession of 
tbo partiuulars of a tragedy that occurred on 
Thursday ot that place. J. W. Tripp, a 
lawyer and Republican noininee for Diatriot 
Attorney, some ten days aeo was entrusted 
to settle Ihe oooounta of five sailors with Ibe 
Amerioan ship Southern Ohiet of Now 
York, Ibey having refused to go to sea in bcr 
again. The ship was loading at ono of iho 
mills up tbo Sonnd, whither 'I'tipp proceeded 
efhclcd a sottleuienl with tha captain, aud 
deduction his fees from the amount collects 
cd, Ecnt ihe balance to his clien's ul Fort 
rowneeud by a sloop. On Monday last, wiih 
his wife and infant, ho returned to Fort 
lowHSBiid in tho f learner New World ; but 
was met on the wharf by tbe sailors who, 
acoasioR him of having robbed tbem, as- 
sanlted and drove him back on board the 
ateaicer. Tripp continued on to Victoria. 
Here bo procured a double<barreled shot gun, 
loaded it with slugs, and early on Thursday 
moroirg took pasisage again in the Kew 
World for Fort Townsond. Tho steamer 
arrived there al 'J o'clock on the siiino mor- 
ning, and Tripp wilh his wife and child had 
no sooner stepped on the wharf lhan ho was 
approached by Ihroe of tho sailors. He 
warned them in keep back; but they con- 
tinued lo advance, and when only six feet 
distant Tripp levelled his wrapon and fired 
at one of their number. The whole charge 
passed through tbe nnlortnnala man's left 
breast and be foil dead in bis tracks. As 
quick OB thought Tripp covered another of his 
assailants with tbe remaining barrel and 
stretched him at his feet with tho charge 
through his shoulder, Simulianeously wiih 
the flring ul tho first shot, a brother of Mrs 
Tripp, who resides at Port Townseiid, drew 
a revolver and fired thieo limes al the ro- 
tnaining man. One of the shots look ellect 
iu the sailer's head, causing instant death. 
Tripp and his brolher-in-law wero arrested 
and the esuminalion betore tbe Coroner com- 
menced yesterday morning. The following 
letter is from a resident ol Port Townsend : — 
PoBT TowMSBND, May 16th, 1867. 

Mkssrs Editobb— Thia morning, on tbe 
arrival of th.J New World, a bloody shoot- 
ing allray occurred on Fowler's wharf. The 
parlicolars, as for as I can give ibem at this 
moment, are os follows : J. W. Tripp, the 
Republican candidate for District Attorney, 
came ashore from the steamer and while pro- 
ceeding up tho wharf uo altcicution look 
place with soino sailois Irom the ship South- 
ern Chief. Tripp being armed with a shot 
gun, and his brolher-iuiluw, who was with 
him, with a revolver, some five shots were 
fired. Two sailorawero killed and anotber 
seriously wounded. Tripp aod his brother- 
iho resuli of tho invostigution now going on. 
Tripp's wife aud child were upon tbe wharf 
and his friends olaim that be was partially il 
not fully Justified. After tbe examinations 
are closed 1 will give you loll particulars.

Article I. His Majesty the Emperor of

Art 2 In thu cession of torriti rv iiiid 
dominion madu by thu preceding article are 
iiioluddd tho right ul property in all public 
lots and squares, vacant lands and all public 
buildings, barracks and other edificca ihat 
uru not piivalo lu ividual property. It is, 
however, understood and ayrecd thai the 
churches which havi: boon bnill in the ceded 
torritory by Ihe Russian Uoverniiieiil hIiuII 
remain tho property ol suuh nienibers of the 
tireok Oriental Church resident in the terri- 
tory as may choose to worship therein. Any 
Government archives, papers and docuinunts 
relative lo tho territory and dominion uloru- 
aaid, whiob may bo now existing there, will 



be left in the possession of the agent of tiio 
United States, but an aulbenticatod copy of 
such of them as may ho irquirod will be ul 
all tinies fiiven by the Unitud Slates to iha 
Russian Uuvcrnmont, or to. sucti l{Bssi: ii 
ofBcers or tubjocis aa mny apply llieruior. 

Alt 3 Tho inbabiiania o! tho ceded tuui

ded as above, and foi .ming any olhor act 
which may be necoftarj in regard Ihereio 
but tho cession with tl right ul iniiiiodiale 
po,.(6os--'ionj is riovertL"lcs8 to be deemed 
eompleto on tho exoliango of raiifications, 
without waiting for snrh lormal dolivory. 

An. 5. Ill uiedialely after the exchange 
of the ratifications of 'his Convciilion, any 
lorlilications or rnililary posts wlii.'ii may be 
in thu coded teriitoiy ,iall bu d. ivered lu 
the agent of tlio Uni ed Stutea, and any 
HusHiaii troops which n .iy bo in the territory 
shall he wiilidrown as foon as may be rea» 
aorjal)ly aud convcuicnt y pructioable.
